Korean GPs

By Christmas 
Troops With Year 
In One Promised 
Yuletide Furlough 


TOKYO — (AP) — It's 


"Home by Christmas" for 
nearly every U. S. enlisted 
man who has been f ithing on 
the Korean front since last 
Jan. 1. 


That was the virtual prom- 


ise in an announcement from 
headquarters of the boss man 
of the United Nations com- 
mand, Gen. Matthew B. Ridg- 
iray. 


Ridgway said he was making the 


announcement to clear up a little 
misinformation that all enlisted 
men "would be relieved from Ko- 
rea prior to the onset of a second 
winter." 


"It is entirely beyond the capa- 


bilities of the army," Ridgway^ 
announcement said, "to relieve 
those 50,000 non-divisional person- 
nel in Korea who are serving in. 
army rear areas." 


Must Wait 


All divisional officers, unlike 


their men, also will have to wait 
for "qualified replacements" before 
they can go home. 


Then Ridgway got down to what 


many a fighting man has been 
waiting to hear. He said: 


"Except for a few critical spe- 


cialists and special categories of 
personnel, all enlisted men who 
were serving with infantry divi- 
sions in Korea on Jan. 1 of this 
year will be out of the lines and 
on their way home by the end of 
November." 


Not Specific 


While the announcement did not 


specifically say Ridgway wanted 
all his front line enlisted men home 
by Christmas, it was understood at 
his headquarters that this was the 
plan. 


If they are on their way home 


by the end of November, as the 
announcement said, they could 
make it 
Ships sailing from Ja- 


pan on the last day of November 
will have docked at some Pacific

Tell of Troubles 


The speech as monitored here by 


the Associated Press referred re- 
peatedly to the troubles the Pei- 
ping regime was having with its 
"land reform" program. 


Chou remarked that Chinese 


who resist Communist dictatorship 
were reluctant to accept their 
extinction lying down." 


Land reform WM a popular fra-

the early days. It called for wide 
distribution of land seized from 
wealthy landlords and the more 
opulent among the peasants.

Ideal Spot for 
Food Storage 


One way to cut the grocery bill 


these days is to buy fruits and 
vegetables in quantities when they 
are plentiful and can them for 
future use. A basement corner 
near a window can be transformed 
at little cost into a neat, efficient 
storage. 


Practically 
all the materials 


needed lor an average size room 
of this type are some two by 
fours for framing members, about 
six sheets of four by eight in- 
sulating 
board, an 
inexpensive 


door and a few lengths of stove- 
pipe equipped with a damper. The 
stovepipe is for installation as a 
fresh air vent in the window. 


Insulating board, nailed to fram- 


ing to form two walls of the room 
will retard entrance of heat and 
thus help keep the room at cool, 
uniform temperatures. The ma- 
sonry foundation walls serving as 
other two walls of storage need 
not be covered. It is advisable to 
finish off the ceiling of the stor- 
age with insulating board if the 
room above is heated.

Heat." 


By separating the home ' into 


a ground-floor living level, a raised 
sleeping level, and a depressed 
utility level, advantages of both 
the one-story and the two-story 
house are obtained. Yet there is 
only a half flight of stairs from 
the living area to either of the 
other parts of the house. 


Economical Storage 


The separation of levels allows 


the utility area to be placed in 
the least costly part of the house 
and offers economical storage of 
fuel. At the same time there is 
easy accessibility.

over most of the nation with not 
much relief in sight from 
an 


early touch of wintry weather. 


The unseasonable cold and snow 


fanned out across the country 
even dipping into the southland 
Record low temperatures were re- 
ported in many areas in the sea- 
son's most severe cold. 


Only the extreme southeast and 


southwest desert regions escaped 
the brisk breezes, snow and rain. 


Cold for Football 


The day's forecast of continued 


cold—and snow and rain in some 
sections—meant heavy wraps for 
Jie thousands planning on attend- 
ing football games. 


The central and mountain states 


were the frigid areas yesterday 
with sub-zero temperatures from 
the Rockies to Lake Superior. 


Snow fell over wide sections of 


:he South from Alabama to New 
Mexico. The early season snow- 
falls hit most of Arkansas, with 
'alls measuring up to six inches. 
Old timers said it was the first 
ime they had seen snow on green 
eaves. 


Earliest on Record 


Light snow and flurries pelted 
reas in Tennessee. Alabama, Mis- 
issippi and most of Kentucky. 
The fall at Nashville measured two 


inches. The snow along the north 
ern rim of Louisiana and Missis- 
sippi was the earliest on record. 


No more snow appeared in 


prospect for the southland but 
forecasters said there was no im 
mediate end of the chilly blasts. 


Below Freezing- 


It was below freezing in many 


southern cities early today—Mem- 
phis 24; Nashville 20: Birming- 
ham 28; Chattanooga 30, and At- 
lanta and Montgomery, Ala.. 31. 
At the same time it was 75 in

Across the broad sea they sailed, confident, courageous, 


and adventuresome. Pioneers, they were, sufferers of priva- 
tions, and endurers of extreme hardships. For sixty-seven 
days the sturdy and picturesque Mayflower was their abode 
aa it rode the proud waves through storm and through calm 
toward the land of the setting sun. Somewhere in the New 
World they would find their future home.

The Pilgrims of 1620 were no ordinary men. In their 


English homeland they had suffered much opposition and 
persecution because of their religious convictions. In their 
struggle for security they chose, the way to freedom. To 
obtain this liberty and the God-given privilege of serving 
Divinity as they chose, they first crossed the channel to 
Holland, where they lived for about twelve years. From 
there they sailed to discover the new land beyond the horizon, 
a virgin soil, where they could establish a new government 
and build homes of their own, unmolested by cruel tryant 
or a persecuting church.» • * * 


On the bleak New England coast they landed in Decem- 


ber, 1620. During that first winter this brave little band lost 
half its number through sickness and exposure. Such was 
only part of the cost of establishing the first permanent 
English settlement in America north of the Potomac.

(AP)—The death toll from last 
night's disastrous explosion of a 
secret Communist arms cache rose 
to seven today as firemen con- 
tinued to dig through the debris. 
At least seven other were in- 
jured. 


Preliminary estimates said the 


blast which laid waste to an en- 
tire street in this xrillage near 
Genoa caused some 15,000,000 lire 
(about §25.000 damage.) 


Police disclosed they had taken 


seven men—all of them Commun- 
nists—into custody for question- 
Ing. The arrests were made after 
authorities d i s c o v e r e d in the 
wreckage of one house two rifles, 
one machinegun and 350 machine 
gun bullets. 


New Plane-Landing Method 


Pentagon experts are studying reports that the Brit-

Fresh oranges are picked at the

The Medical Association goes on 
to say that most of the vitamin C 
loss is usually due to improper 
handling in the home. If the juice 
is allowed to stand in open con- 
tainers at room temperature, ap- 
preciable losses will occur. 


However, if left-over juice is 


covered well and stored in a re- 
'rigerator at 40 degree tempera- 
ture, there is little-loss of vitamin

Newspaper Feature Syndicates 
Face U. S. Anti-Trust Action 


CHICAGO — (AP)— 
The Chi- 


cago Tribune said today that 
lawyers of the anti-trust division 
of the Department of Justice have 
obtained subpoenas and had them 
served upon six newspaper feature 
syndicates in New York. 


The subpoenas demand produc- 


tion before a grand jury of all rec- 
ords relating to the sale or lease 
of comic strips, columns or other 
features marketed by syndicates, 
the paper said. 


Named in the orders are Bell 


Syndicate, Inc.; United Feature 
Syndicate; McNaught Syndicate, 
Inc.; NEA Service, Inc.; King 
Features Syndicate; and Chicago 
Tribune-New York News Syndi- 
cate. 


The Tribune said federal attor- 


neys have refused to comment on 
the investigation beyond acknowl- 
edging that the subpoenas have 
been issued.

syndicates to restrict the sale of 
a feature—a comic strip for ex- 
ample—to only one newspaper in 
a competitive area. 


"The value of a syndicated fea- 


ture to a newspaper often is great- 
ly enhanced by the fact that it ap- 
pears only in that 
newspaper 


among those published in a com- 
petitive area," the Tribune said.
